Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file is a colour photo of a young man lying naked, face down, on brightly 
coloured beach towels. The Classification Office considered whether the computer image file 
promotes or supports, or tends to promote or support, the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes in terms of s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, but 
concluded that it does not. The young man may be aged in his late teens or early twenties, but in any 
case does not unequivocally present as a young person. While some may be predisposed to reading 
the man’s nudity as sexual, this is not the only available reading of the image and therefore a 
restriction on its availability would be unreasonable. This classification of unrestricted does not limit 
the right to freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
